WASHINGTON, May 28.—The House 
will receive tomorrow the conference 
agreement on the Espionage hill, con- 
taining the censorship amendment 
agteed upon Saturday by the House and 
Senate conferees, putting power in the 
hands of the President to say what war 
news the newspapers of the country 
may print. The.conferees today agreed 
upon all the disputed points in the 
measure. 

News of the ———— upon. the bill 
created intense interest in the lobbies of 
both houses. Once more the opponents 
of censorship predicted that it was des- 
tined to defeat. Representative Graham 
of -Pennsylvania said that the cham- 
pions of free speech and freedom of. the 


press would put up a bitter tight. He 
coubted if the censorship feature of the 
bill could be thrashea out in one day. 
If-not, the measure will go over until 
Thursday, as Congress will not sit on 
Memorial Day. 

The censorship provisioi?, as adopted 
by the conferees, reads. thus:

Blame Germans for ——

HAVANA, May 28.—What is. be- 
lMeved to haye been a German at- 
tempt .to destroy the American 
steamer Lackawanna failed in Ha- 
“vana ‘harbor this morning. Three 
“explosions. following within a few 
seconds of each other occurred as 
the steamer was unloading coal at 
the Havana Coal Company's docks. 
“Three Cubans were. injured, two dy- 
ing later. 

Captain. Johnstone of the Lacka- 
wanna expressed the opinion that 
three bombs must have been placed 
in the two last carloads of coal taken 
at Norfolk. He ridiculed. the idea 
that the explosions. could have been 
caused by internal combustion, as 
Hold No. 1, where they occurred, 
Was thoroughly ventilated yesterday. 
’ He thinks the bombs were. intended 
to explode while at sea, but the per- 
petrators. evidently | thought the 
steamer ‘was bound on a longer voy- 
age than to Cuba, the Lackawanna 
. haying previously run between Nor- 
folk and Genoa. 

It is impossible yet to say if the 
ship. is damaged, as the hold was 
immediately flooded to: prevent the 
‘flames from spreading.

Democrats op- 
posed to. any sort of food regulation, 
particularly regulation of farm products, 
A métion to récormmit thé bill to. the 
Comniittee on Agriculture was the last 
feature of the opposition. lt was de- 
feated by 20 to 81. An effort to force 
a@ roll call on. thé passage of the bill 
was unsuccessful. 
In the bill are carried appropriations.

SENATORS SLASH 
HOUSE TAX BILL 
916, 000,00 000 MORE 


Many Amendments Are Made to, 
Revenue Measure, Largely 
Tending to Simplify. 


MAIL TAX IS REOPENED 


Senator Hardwick Offers a New 
Plan for Assessment on News- 
papers and Periodicals, 


WOULD HIT ADVERTISING 


Graduated Rate on Weight of Adver- 
tising Matter,- Estimated .by 
the Space Occupied.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The Senate 
Finance Committee today lopped near- 
ly .$15,000,000 off the War Revenue bill 
as-passed by the House, It also decided 
to substitute stamp taxes for the manu- 
facturers’ gross sales plan of the 
House and- considered the :natter of 
new taxes on second-class mail matter. 


The committee struck out the tax 
upon pianos, organs,-and other musical 
instruments not operated mechanically, 
but left, the tax imposed by the House 
upon mechanical instruments. It elim- 
inated the tax on moving picture films, 
jewelry, and chewing gum. 

A decision was tentatively reached to 
tax confectionery at a certain per cent. 
per pound, according to grade; but 
no rate wus fixed. ‘nis tax would tu‘a 
largé measure make up for the elimina- 
tion of the levy on moving picture films, 
chewing gum, jewelry, and other items. 

The majority of the committee fa- 
vored, in lieu of the movie film tax, a 
levy upon admissions to moving picture 
theatres as well as all other show 
houses. No.final vote was takeh. 

The proposed tax on yachts and pleas- 
ure bouts was taken up, but the com- 
mittee was not able to reach a decision 
whether to levy the tax on tonnage on

For the year ending June 30, 1917, it is 
proposed, the reading matter will be 
taxed one cent a pound or fraction of a 
pound, and the advertising matter three 
cents a pound, or fraé¢tion of it. For 
the year ending June 30, 1918, the tax 
would be the same for reading matter, 
but would be ‘advanced to six cents: a 
pound for advertising matter. For the 
year ending June 30, 1919, the tax for 
reading matter would remain the same 
while the rate advertising matter would 
be eight cents a pound. 

In debate over this proposal many of 
the committee insisted it was more 
drastic’and unfair than any tax thus far 
suggested. Senator Hardwick stated 
that slightly more than the $20,000,000 
which the House bill sought to derive in 
taxes from newspapers and periodicals 
would be imposed at the end of the thrée 
years. Some of the Senators maintainea 
that the tax: proposed would be con- 
fiscatory. No indication was given out 
asS..to what the Postmaster . General 
thought of the measure. The committee 
took no_action. 

The Senate Committee will take up to- 
morrow the proposed 10 per cent. tariff 
increase on imported goods. New York 
members are insisting upon its elimina- 
tion. If not stricken out, Senators to- 
night said, it would be gréatly changed, 
especially as. to the free list. As it 
affects supplies of raw materials, manu- 
facturera have been active in urging 
that the~ whole.section be stricken out.

Chileans Eager to Join Us Against Germany 





- RIO pr JANEIRO, Mav 98.—The Bra- 
zilian Chamber today passed the first 
reading of the Government measuré re- 
voking. Brazil's neutrality in, the war be~ 
tween Germany and the United States. 
The vote was 136.to 3. 

The leaders of the principal political 
factions declared that they would vote 
for the proposed project because they 
felt: confident that Parliament would 
complete-the measure by revoking also in 
favor of the Entente the country’s dec- 
laration of neutrality, and thereby per- 
mit Brazil to take sides wih the En-! 
tente against Germany. This declaration 
brought forth enthusiastic applause. 

A Noticia says that in German circles 
it is asserted that Germany will declare 
war on Brazil within two or three days,

Relations. It recommends the cancel-; 
lation of the decree of April,25, 1917, ; 
which declared the neutrality of Brazil

Dr. De Waltoff Says 5 Grains of 
His ‘Terrorall’ Would Destroy 
Woolworth Building. 


DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT 





Tells Medico-Pharmaceutical League 
One-Millionth of a Grain Blew 
Heavy Mortar to E'ts. 


The announcement of the discovery of 
ah explosive many times stronger than 
dynamite or trinitrotoluol was made last 
night by Dr: Dayve B. De Waltoff, ‘Vice 
President of the American Medico-Phar- | 
‘maceutical League, a member of. the} 
League for the Enforcement of Peace, 
and a surgeon on the list of the Naval 
Reserve, who resides at 451 Forty-sev- 
enth Street, Brooklyn. 

Dr, De Waltoff made his announce- 
ment in the Hotel Astor at the annual 
convention of the Medico-Pharmaceuti- 
cal League. He said that he and 
his son Morton, who .was_ assist- 
ing him when they made the dis- 
covery, had called ithe. new. explosive 
* Terroralk’:; As fllustrative’ of its 
strength, the doctor said that five graina 
of ‘ Terrorall” would be sufficient to | 
destroy the Woolworth Building, and a 
large charge of it would have force! 
enough to Bler up the. des. | 
Bt. De Wit to on ‘Pre- 
vention and Treatment of Poliomye- 
litis,” but he did not touch upon that 
subject. because, he said, he wanted to 
impress upon chemists and ‘members of 
the medical profession how much more 
important now is the question of as- 
sisting the United States to win the 
fight for democracy. He read a mes- 
sage of greeting and a pledge of sup- 
port from the league to President Wil- 
son ahd Congress. This was adopted. 
Dr. De Waltoff then said: 

‘In experimenting about a year ago 
with my son; who is a chemist, we dis- 
covered an explosive force*so tremen- 
dous that one-millionth of a’ grain blew 
into bits a heavy Wedgwood mortar. We 
are now at work on the problem of the 
safe handling of this explosive, and I 
hope that by the time our boys reach 
the other side we shall have solved this. 
Until we bring calamity home to the 
|German people, I am afraid they will 
still bow down to Kaiserism. 

After the meeting Dr. De. Waltoff 
threw more Hght on his discovery of 
terrorall, but he refused to tell whether 
the explosive had been brought to the 
attention of the Government. The dis- 
covery was entirely accidental, he said. 
He and his son‘were working to discover 
a cheap substitute for ‘gasoline. They 
held to a theory that a substitute could 
be produced from chemical’ combina- 
tions as well as from crude oil, and 
their experiments carried them far 
afield in many directions. 

It was while working om an utiusual 
combination ot chemit¢als,. that an al- 
most infinitesimal particle dropped into 
the mortar, came into combination -with 
a particle of another chemical, and the 
resultant ‘explosion shook the labora- 
tory and shattered the mortar. Al- 
though the doctor would. not discuss 
what elements entered into the:combina- | 4 
tion of destruction, he did say that it 
was entirely a domestic product and that | ?

~ “The Germans have announced to. the

that they are staking their all upon this 
card. The result of this ‘latest move. of 
German’ ruthlessnéss has been most 
serious: it has forced us into the war, 
and wé have now to combat against the 
very weapon which the inventive genius

Three Attempts to Wrest Mo- 
ronvilliers Heights from the 
French Are Repulsed. - 


BRITISH WIN AIR

PARIS, May 28.—The Germans re- 
turned to the attack on the Moronvilliers 
heights In Champagne against last night, 
making two attempts during the night 
to wrest the peaks of the Casque and 
the’ Teton from the French, Another at- 
tack was made this morning. 

Although after piercing the Freneh 
line in this region yesterday the Ger- 
mans lost all the. ground grained 
through @ spirited counterattack, they 
redoubled their efforts to drive the 
French from the heights. All attacks, 
however, were completely repulsed. The 
artillery continued very active through- 
out the day around Moronvilliers and 
Nauroy, accompanied, by spirited gren- 
ade fighting in the neighborhood of the 
Teton. 

French aviators brought down nire 
German airplanes yesterday while’ bom- 
barding squadrons dropped more than 
15,000 pounds af explosives on impor- 
tant points behind the front. 

The statement issued by the War Of- 
fice this afternoon follows: 

In Champagne during the night the 
enemy twice renewed his attacks 
against the Casque and the Teton. He 
was repulsed completely. A _ third 
,effort, made this morning against 
Mont Blond, was no more successful, 
being checked by our fire. 

On the Verdun front, in the region 
of Hill 304 and Dead Man Hill, the 
enemy's artillery is very active. 

In Alsace, in the vicinity of Uffholtz, 
one of our detachments penetrated as 
far as the second German line, observ- 
ing the presence of numerous dead in 
the enemy trenches and bringing back 
“prisoners. There is nothing to report 
from the remainder of the front. 

There was very great aerial activity 
yesterday and last night. Hnemy air- 
planes dropped bombs in the regions 
of Baccarat, Nancy, and Pont St. Vin- 
cent, causing no important damage. 
Our squadrons made numerous sorties, 
in the course of which they threw 
down nearly 7,000 kilograms (15,400 
pounds) of projectiles on enemy mili- 
tary establishments and railroads, 
particularly in Champagne and in the

I am going to assume that you are ae 
telligent, patriotic, and anxious to take 
a part in the national cause, just as 
much as any soldier or sailor, and there 
is an end to it.“ . 

Mr. Creel said that he had accepted 
his position, when President Wilson of- 
fered it, because he believed in the 
freedom of the press.

Enlist After Roosevelt's 
' Stirring Appeal. 


NO EXCUSE FOR ELIGIBLE 


Asserts Man Who Is Not Willing to 
Fight for His Country Is 
Not Fit to Vote. 


One hundred and séventy-four young 
physicians applied for enlistment as of- 
ficers of the Medical Reserve Corps at 
the Yale Club. last night after. a stirring 
appeal to them by Colonel’ Theodore 
Roosevelt, ip which he said that any 
American who could -get into the war 
and did not would be held “‘ forever un- 
worthy ’’ after the war. 

Colonel ‘Roosevelt's call for recruits 
was preceded by speeches by Major 
Roger E. Noble of the Medical Cofps, 
U. S. A., who said that enlistments by 
medical men were alarmingly slow, and 
by Colonel T. H. Goodwin of the Brit- 
ish Royal Army Medical Corps, who told 
of the fearful waste of war in the ranks 
of the British medical gfficers. ‘Major 
Noble said that at the rate at which 
physfcians and surgeons werg now being 
accepted jnto the regular army it would 


require 125 weeks to faise the 20,000 
medical men, the mihimum which the 
couhtry would require. 

Colonel Roogevelt was received with a 
demonstratfon which lasted several min- 
utes, every man of the 1,000 in the hall 
rising and applauding. He requested 
that the major part of his speech should 
not be published, but he decided that his 
remarks on conscientious objectors ene 
his final. appeal for recruits need not 
suppressed. He said: 

‘No American has the right to h na 
bs his-head if he has not sought with 

l-his strength and ingenuity to ge tate 
this war. ‘No.man can excuse hims' 
saying that the draft did not reach hin.

In his report on the Manhattan State 
Hospital for the Insane, Dr. Evarts said 
that at present thirty-nine employes 
were ‘‘ obliged to sleep in the basement 
of the east wing of the main building 
under conditions that are not sanitary. 
‘The hospital is very deficient jn ac- 
commodations. for married employes, 
he added, — 

“The facilities: for taking care of 
visitors are entirely inadequate,’’ the 
doctor commented. He ad that at 
the service of. the hospital there were 
two steamboats and one gasoline 
launch, and that it was sometimes 
necessary to use the launch as a ferry 
between the island and the mainland, 

‘But the small waar ne launch,’’ -he 
went on, is unsuitable for the purpose 
of a ferryboat and is only used in cases 
of emergency. The launch is regarded 
as really unsafe because of its peculiar 
construction. If disabled in midstream 
from any cause it might be easily run 


deterioration.”” These patients, be’ said, 
had no sitting room, and he represented 
that a cottage gene? of accommodat- 
ing 125 of them*should be provided. He 
said that the total capacity of the hos-

WASHINGTON, May-28—Agricultural 
and livestock interests, protesting today 
to the.

Expressing the hope that the United 
Btates and all the other nations of the 
world. would be drawn into a great con- 
eert for the preservation of peace after 
the German autocracy had been crushed, 
Charles Evans Hughes and * Nicholas 
Murray. Butler, President of Columbia 
University, opened last night the first 
of a series‘of meetings to be held in the 
Hotel Nassau, Long Beach, by the Na- 
tional Conference on Foreign Relations 
of the Unitéd States under the auspices 
ofthe Academy of Political Science of 
the City of New York. 

A hundred of the prominent men who 
@re to attend the conferences had ar- 
rivéd at Long Beach for the first one, 
and the speeches of Mr. Hughes and Dr. 
Butler were received with great enthu- 
giasm. Both were compelled to stop fre- 
quently when their remarks upon the 
duty of the United States in. bringing 
@bout a world agreement of the powers 
and in crushing militarism were ap- 
plauded. 

Speaking on the subject “ “‘ Interna- 
tional Law,”’ Mr. Hughes said that all 
the great nations of the world should 
be brought into a concert after the war. 
He hoped to see America take a lead- 
ing position in this. If there were na- 
tions that did not wish to enter such 
@ concert, Mr. Hughes said the others 
@t least might try to.achieye the ob- 
jects planned by those who desired in- 
ternational harmony. 

“Mr. Hughes did not think a parlia-

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ACTORS BOUITY WINS 


ITS CONTRACT FIGHT 


Association Gets Promise ‘from 
Managers of Adoption of 
a Uniform Agreement. 








7¢| CRUSADE OF FOUR YEARS 





With a Standard Contract in Force, 
, Attempt to Unionize Legitimate 
Actors Will Be Abandoned. 





The actors have finally won from the 
theatrical. managers the promise of the 
adoption of an equitable, uniform con- 
tract, it was announced yesterday at the 


annual meeting ofthe Actors’: Equity 
Association, heid in the. Hotel.Astor. The 
promise is a great victory for the asso- 
clation; which during the four years ‘of 
its existence has been conducting.a vig- 
orous crusade for ‘the adoption of such a 
contract. 

Howard Kyle, the Corresponding Sec- 
retary, who ‘was in the chair in the 
absence of Francis Wilson. the Presi- 
dent, and Bruce McRae, Vice President, 
told the 600 actors and actresses present 
that representatives of the association 
had met a majority of the Directors of 
the United Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation by invitation last week and had 
been assured: by that body that the 
managers were ready ‘for a contract 
that would ,be mutually acceptable to 
themselves and the actors; that, in their 


for the’ whole profession. 

Mr. Kyle said that a committee of thé 
Actors’ Equity Association would meet 
répresentatives of the Managers’ Asso- 
ciation upon the return of Marc Klaw, 
President of the latter, to the city this 
week and endeavor to draw_up a con- 
tract. mutually acceptable. The Actors’ 
Equity has a form that some managers 
have “dopted exclusively and that ‘oth- 
ers have used in dealing with members 
ui .the ae one while ‘this 
may-.not be adopted in. its Leng - it 
is probable that the new form will in- 
clude the salient. features. 
pal. abuses. under the old régime ta 
which the actors objected were indefi- 
nite periods of rehearsal without pay, 
the purchase of wardrobes by the player 
without .a guarantee of an engagement 
sufficiently long to pay for them, and 
discharge without notice. 

The. Actors’. Equity. Association has 
grown from a small group;of. actors 
when it was founded four years ago to 
an organization of 3,050 players, amon. 
them a majority of the most prominen 
actors and actresses of the. legitimate 
stage. During the association’s early 
existence. the managers practically ig- 
nored it, but as it grew in strength and 
anpudicalng differences 

managers proved of 
constantly increasing benefit to the lat- 
ter they began.to show it more consid- 
eration. During its four years of ex- 
istence the association has settled in the 
neighborhood of 200 disputes that would 
formerly have been settled by the more 
costly and slower process of law. 

A year ago when the association met 
it was decided to apply for a charter of 
affiliation with the American -Federa- 
tton of Labor. Dvuring the year repre- 
sentatives met with. Samuel Gom- 
pers, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and other officers on 
various occasions, but no charter was 
issued. The stumbling block was a 
charter held’ by the White Rats which 
covered. all branches of acting..and 
which would have made. the ctors’ 
Equity a subsidiary of the vaudeville 
actors’ organization. It is understood 
that if the standard, equitable contract 
is adopted the attempt to unionize the 
legitimate actors will be abandoned. 
The managers are strongly opposed to 
unionization. 

A motion to invest $1,000 of the sur- 
plus of the association in, Liberty honds 
was carried with only one dissentin 
vote. A demand to have the name o 
the dissenter recorded was made and he 

said he was Emmett O'Reilly. Mr. 
O'Reilly offered no other explanation of 
his position than that he was absolutely 
not in favor of such a move.

TO CHECK THE MISCHIEF. 

The Government is fully aware of 
the disposition of some persons in al] 
the larger cities to foment apposition 
to the registration for the selective 
draft. The Department of Justice has 
begun to reach out after these dis- 
turbers, and already arrests are re- 
ported from. such widely separated 
places gs Lynn, Maas.; Seattle, 
Wash.; Roanoke, Va., and 
Texas. Our enemies within our borders 
have taken no pains, thus far, to con- 
ceal. their purpose. Unless effective 
measures are adopted without delay to 
hold them within legal .bounds they 
will cause trouble. By acting prompt- 
ly now the Government can prevent 
disturbances. next Tuesday, June 5. 
There is no reasou why any male in- 
habitant of this country between the 
ages of 21 and 81 years should object 
to registering. Aliens muat. register, 
but they Will not be drafted. No man 
who is legally exempt. will be com- 
pelled to do military duty, put every 
man’ of the specified age must register, 
whether or not he knows that he is 
exempt. There are no exceptions, ex- 
cept for men who are already. actively 
employed in the military or naval serv- 
lee‘ of the United States... 

“With the. co-operation of the police 
and such special offiders as may be} 
appointed by the State and Municipal 
Governments the registration can be 
earried out next Tuesday without a 
hitch, and the preservation of order 
throughout the_ country on registra-.

THE OTTINGER BILL.

This objection ran 
counter to the general public’ cpnfi- 
dence in the capacity ef the Board 
of Hstimate to determine whether the 
changes proposed were for the good 
of the city and what the city ought to 
pay for them., Real estate experts of 
the highest atanding pointed out that 
the bargain wag even a hetter one 
for the city than the Board of Esti- 
mate had supposed. But the Legis- 
lature wag easily persuaded to take a 
political. view of the agreement, and 
the Ottinger bill was the result. How 
far “social theories” were permitted 
to influence the Legislature’s action 
in regard to thia business matter ap- 
pears from the fact that the bill asks 
the railroad to give up its perpetual! 
franchise and accept a rental agree- 
ment from the city for the use of its 
streets subject to rearrangement once 
every twenty-five years, 

What reason ig there for the belief 
that the entry of the Publie Service 
Commission inte the transaction, with 
the power of veto over any agree- 
ment made by the Board ef Esti- 
mate, will expedite the settlement? 
The Commission is not noted for 
promptness in action. What but its 
indecision, its inability te make up

THE GERMAN BIRTH RATE. 
A Copenhagen dispatch reports that 
German sociologists view with alarm 
the contifuing decline in the birth 
rate.

Great Britain, France, Italy, and the 
Catholic Church are in full sympathy 
with the Zionist plan for the establish- 
ment in Palestine of a publicly recog- 


@ (nized, legally assured homeland for the 


Jewish people, and are prepared to give 
this project their support and co-oper- 
ation, according to a statement issued 
yesterday by the Provisional Executive 
Committee for General Zionist Affairs, 
upon the authority of Dr. Chaim Weitz- 
man, President of the Wngtish Zionist 
Federation, and Nahum Sokolow, a 
member of the. Zionist Actions Com- 
mittee, wHich is in charge of the diplo- 
matic negotiations of the Zionist organi- 
zation. with ‘the political powers. . 

The basis of this announcement is the 
report made by Dr. Weitzman at the 
last conference in London of the “Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the English Zion- 
ist Federation, during the course of 
which he made the following categorical 
statement: 

Iam entitled to state in this assem- 
bly that his Majesty’s Government is 
ready to support our plans. I would 
further like to add that the support of 
the British Government, when given, 
will be in conjunction and agreement 
with the allied powers. Our leader, Na- 
hom Sokolow, has been both in France 
and in Italy, and from both these Gov- 
éernments he has recelved assurances of 
full sympathy and full support. We 
have assurances from the highest Cath- 
olie circles that they will view with 
favor the establishment of a Jewish na- 
tional home in Palestine, and from their 
reli ous point of view they see no ob- 
jection’ to it and no reason why we

The first two years of 
Mayor Mitchel's administration reduced 
the administrative expense more than 2 
per cent. per annum, so that in 1916 the 
administrative departments were doing 
much more work, while at the same 
time running at over $3,000,000 less than 
in 1914. In 1917 a portion’of this saving 
was used for deserved salary increases 
and for additional policemen and fire- 
men, still leaving, the gerieral adminis- 
trative departments ‘costing: $1,750,000 
less than in 1914.

«| SWANN SAYS POLICE 


AIDED HIS ACCUSERS 


Charges City Club’s Counsel 
with Using Deputy Com- 
missioner Scull Also. 


HEATED SESSIONATHEARING | 


District Attorney ‘Declares That 
Charges by the Club Are Never 
Made Against a Republican. ~ 


The direct charge that Deputy Police 
Commissioner Guy Scull and the police 
force of the city were being used by the 
City Club to obtain- evidence akainst 
him in that organization’s fight to oust 
him from office was made yesterday by 
District Attorney Edward Swann, while 
testifying at the continuation of the 
hearings before Commissioner George L. 
Ingraham on the City,Club’s charges of’ 
misconduct and maladministration. 

‘I charge that you are using-the re- 
sources of the Police Department against 
me. You are using one of the Deputy 
Commissioners, moreover,’’ Mr. Swann 
said to Chase Mellen of counse! for the 
City Club, who was cross-examining him. 
‘* You have had members of the’ force 
in your office day and night ever since 
this investigation started.”’ 

‘“* Yes, and you have been using process 
servers to investigate witnesses for the 
prosecution,” retorted Mr. Mellen. 4 

“T have a right to do this,’’ Mr. Swann 
said. “I am a public official, while the 
City Club is a private organization. I'll 
give you the name of the Deputy Com- 
missioner if you want it.’’ 

‘‘Wasn’t it Mr. Scull?’’ asked Mr. 
Mellen. 

The. witness replied that it was, ‘and 
then Mr. Mellen asked him whether he 
was not adware-that Commissioner Ingra- 
ham had requested Mr. Scull and certain 
members of the police force to ‘visit his 
(Mellen’ s) office. 

‘If the Commissioner _ asked simply 
‘that they give whatever information they 
had in their possession I have no com- 
peal’ to make,’ Mr. Swann said, “‘ but 

e didn’t request that one public office 
be used to get Svidęnes against another 
public office.’ 


Mr. Melien Objected.- 


Mr. Mellen, his face red with rage, 
objected to the remarks of the witness, 
which, he sa@d, reflected on him. The 


Commissioner said that he did not be- 
lieve it was necessary for Mr. Mellen to 
make any denial ofthe charges of the 
District Attorney. Turning to the wit- 
ness. the Commissioner asked: ° 

‘What personal knowledge have you 
to substantiate what you have just 
said?’’ 

‘“T have seen witnesses at Police 
Headquarters,: and Police Commissioner 
Woods teld me that Mr. Sculi was work- 
ing.on the Case for ‘the City Club. He 
said he-had been asked to, get evidence 
against me.’ 

‘Mr. Swann, do you fealize the char- 
acter of an oath,’’ asked Mr. Mellen. 

“IT know it better than you do,’’ the 
witness snapped back, ‘I stand by my 
charge and I will make another. I 
charge that you know one of. the wit- 
nesses testified falsely at one of. these 
hearings. You haven't told the Com- 
missioner, ‘either.’’ Pressed for an ex- 
planation Mr. Swann said he “~eferred 
to Benjamin Polar, one of the chief. wit- 
nesses for the City Club. After Mr.

Under direct examination by: John B. 
Stanchfield, his counsel, Mr. Swann tes- 
tified that the witnesses for the State 
in the labor cases arising out of east 
side strike disorders, for the: non-prose- 
cution of which the eee Club. com- 
plained, were of such a character that 
he could not believe their testimony. He 
cited ‘‘ Dopey Benny” Fein as an ex- 
ample. He said. that. he récommended 
the discharge of bail in these cases un- 
der his own discretion as District At- 
torney. 

“As Judge of the Court of pene ee 
Sessions had. you ever learned any 
about Max Sulkess?’’ Mr. Stanchfield 
asked. Sulkess has been accused by 
Swann of running a school for perjury 
which suppiied the witnesses against 
the labor leaders. Several of these wit- 
nesses have ‘pleaded guilty to perjury, 
bas that Sulkess had suborned them. 

Yes,’’ Mr. Swann replied, ‘‘ while on 
the bench I heard of the activities of 
Sulkess and his crowd. When I became 
District Attorney I learned considerably 
more about his. baneful influence upon 
the prosecution of the criminal law in 
this city.” 

Mr. Swann said that when he —— 
of the connection of Max Sulkess in the 
labor cases he immediately began the 
investigation, . which resulted in his 
recommending the dismissal of bail. He 
made a specific denial of all the ac- 
cusations miade against him. The de- 
fense rested at the close of the session,

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TO TEAR DOWN OLD CHURCH. 


South Reformed Congregation Dates 
Back to 1693. 


With the tearing down of the cld South 
Reforined Church, at Madison Avenue 
and Thirty-eighth Street, the last visible 


congregations on Manhattan Island will 
pass away. The building was formerly 
Zion Episcopal Church, and .was pur- 
chased by the South Church congregation 
in .1890, when it moved from Fifth Ave- 
nue and Twenty-first Street. The orig- 
inal South Chureh dates back to the 
historic Garden Street edifice in 1693. 
That street is now known as Exchange 
Place. The church was torn down in 
1807 and a larger one was érected, but 
* —— in the great fire of 1835. 
1812 the South Reformed congrega- 
ton separated from the Collegiate Re- 
formed body and maintained an inde- 
pendent existence until about five years 
osc, when its new house of worsmp at 
Park Avenue and’ Wighty-fifth. Street 
was sold to the Presbytery of:New York 
City. After an existence of about 220 
= ears the congregation of the famous 
uth Church was disbanded. Durin 
the greater part of. that time Sout 
Church was one of the strongest religious 
organizations in the city. 
ugust Hecksher is the present owner 
of the old South Church property. He 
purchased it- sums $400,000 a few weeks 
ago. It is just within the restricted 
urray Hill residential zone, and had 
it been’ possible to have sold it for busi- 
ness uses, the Trustees believe they could 
have abtained an additional $200,000. 
About four years ago the property 
figured in a legal] action brought by the 
Trustees as a test case’ to determine if 


it could be sold for the erection. of an
